The weight of 8 to 10 inches of 
snow Friday, followed by four or 
more inches of snow, then rain 
Saturday night caused hundreds 
of trees and thousands of limbs 
and utility lines to fall in town. 
The combination caused similar 
damage across the Merrimack 
Valley and into New Hampshire. 

Several car accidents in town 
were attributed to the storm and 
one town employee, Max French, 
a Municipal Maintenance work- 
er, was injured when his town 
van slid and struck another car 
head on, on Central Street Friday 
afternoon. “He’s at home and 
we’re hoping to see him back at 
work later this week,” Joseph 
Piantedosi, director of municipal 
maintenance, said Wednesday. 

Vining Disposal, the town’s 
trash contractor, will have eight 
crews in town this Saturday, 
Dec. 14, collecting fallen tree 
limbs at curbside throughout 
town. 


The town will also open the 
brush dump on Ledge Road, 
behind the Chandler Road base- 
ball fields, both Saturday and 
Sunday, from 8 a.m. to 3 p.m 

The storm Kept public works 
crews hopping in Andover from 
Saturday night through to Mon- 
day night. Many were still work- 
ing to clear streets and collect 
the trees that fell on town proper- 
ty Wednesday, and Mr. Piante- 
dosi expected the cleanup to take 
several weeks, he said. 

As many as 3,700 houses, 
about one third of the homes in 
town, were without power at one 
point, according to Buzz 
Stapczynski, town manager. Mr. 
Flaherty put that figure at closer 
to 5,000. 

About 58,000 customers were 
without power in the Merrimack 
Valley at the high point Sunday, 


according to Mr. Flaherty, and 
about 160,000 throughout Mass 
Electric’s territory, which 
extends from the seacoast to 
Worcester and beyond. The 
worst-hit towns were Tewks- 
bury, Chelmsford, Billerica and 
Westford, Mr. Flaherty said. At 
one point more than 1,000 power 
lines were down across the 
region, he said. 

More than a 160 crews from as 
far away as Ontario and Long 
Island were helping clear lines 
and restore power in the area, 
and were expected to move into 
New Hampshire to help there as 
they finished up here. The mag- 
nitude of the cleanup and cost of 
this storm compared to the one 
that followed Hurricane Bob in 
1991, Mr. Flaherty said. 

Hotels in the area made out 
well in the storm. Not only did 
the out-of-town tree and power 
crews need housing, but many 
residents from the area and New 
Hampshire also sought shelter 
and heat. 

“It’s been great for business,” 
Gene Anderson, general manag- 
er at the Rolling Green Ramada 
Hotel on Lowell Street, said 
Wednesday. 

The Ramada’s 178 rooms were 
filled Sunday, Monday and Tues- 
day nights, Mr. Anderson said, 
and several guests, especially 
those from New Hampshire, 
were expected to remain at least 
another night. 

“Tonight might be another 
good occupancy night,” Mr. 
Anderson said. 

The Tage Inn, on River Road, 
also filled its 180 rooms.

“They’re not all in yet. That’s 
the problem. I just got some more 
complaints on him in this morn- 
ing,” Sgt. Bernhardt said.

New credit rating will save the 
town millions in interest

for years ahead, for years into the future.” 

Moody’s last month issued the town an 
Aal rating, a step up from the previous rat- 
ing of Aa. The new rating ranks Andover 
among the financial elite in the state, the top 
13 to be exact. Only four of the 351 cities and 
towns in the state hold the highest rating, 
Aaa: Belmont, Brookline, Concord and Lex- 
ington. The next level is Aal — Andover, 
Newton, Wayland, Wellesley, Weston, 
Winchester, Lincoln, Cambridge and 
Peabody. 

The new rating puts the town in the top 
rated 5.8 percent of municipalities in the 
state, and top 5.1 percent in the country. 
Dave Reilly, town treasurer and collector, 
put it this way: “The greatest thing that it 
does is it allows us to borrow money cheap- 
er.” 

The most immediate example of savings 
for Andover is on the borrowing the town 
just completed for the High School project. 
The projected cost to the town, after state 
reimbursements, for the $40.5 million con- 
struction project was $27.7 million, including 
interest on the bonds for 20 years. The actual 
cost is now projected at $23.6 million, a sav- 
ings of more than $4 million. 

That’s because the projections were based 
on interest rates of 6.5 percent. “All the nay- 
sayers said ‘you’ll never borrow this money 
at under 6 percent,’ ” Mr. Reilly said. 

But in November 1994 the first $7.5 million 
was borrowed at 5.63 percent. In November 
1995 another $18 million was issued at 5.096 
percent. This month, after the new rating 
was issued, $13 million more was borrowed 
at 4.95 percent. 

(The $13 million was part of $15.5 million 
in bonds sold to Merrill Lynch last month. 
Another roughly $1.8 million for the schools 
has already been borrowed short term and 
paid back, and the $2.4 million in additional 
funds for the schools appropriated at last 
April’s Town Meeting has not yet been bor- 
rowed.) 

“The difference between the 5.096 and the 


4.95, part of that percentage is due to the new 
rating,” Mr. Reilly said. “So we saved a little 
bit.” 

“Just on this one issue,” (the $15.5 million) 
the town will see a savings of $150,000, Tony 
Torrisi, town finance director, said. 

But Mr. Torrisi was hesitant to focus on 
what the new rating means in terms of sav- 
ings to an individual taxpayer’s pocket. He 
said the new rating builds on a process that 
has been ongoing, from which Andover 
already benefits. He said to compare the new 
rating to the old is comparing one enviable 
position to another, while some towns are 
several levels below. 

The savings the town will see is not only 
on overrides or school projects, but on all the 
long-term borrowing - for street construc- 
tion, sewer construction and a host of other 
capital needs. 

“This was an opportunity to save over 
many years, I think, a fair amount of mon- 
ey,” Mr. Stapczynski said. “This is big for the 
town years ahead, years into the future.” 
Good for business 

The new rating is the culmination of a lot 
of work by several staff members, according 
to the town manger, and it has greater impli- 
cations than just on bond rates, according to 
his staff. 

“It’s just one of the draws of the communi- 
ty,” said Stephen Colyer, town planning 
director. 

“You get a higher quality of business” 
looking to settle here, said Mr. Torrisi. 

When the financial analyst for Moody’s 
came to look at Andover last year, Mr. Coly- 
er, along with several other staff members, 
played tour guide. They drove him around 
town, pointing out the quality residential 
subdivisions and schools, and stopped to 
have the analyst meet with representatives 
of Genetics Institute and Hewlett-Packard. 

“It was neat to hear those companies tell 
this guy what they liked about this town and 
why they came here,” Mr. Colyer said. 

“He also saw a tremendous potential for

When | hit my third anniversary | expected the bomb to go off. The 
bomb squad didn’t have to be called. Last year, with the fourth anniver- 
sary, | was beginning to enjoy the anniversaries. | was 5 years old last 
Mother's Day. That’s my anniversary of a new life. 

| was 31 years old. My cancer was my Mother's Day gift. And it 
was a great gift. It snapped me into consciousness. It reset my priori- 
ties. It gave me a jolt. | am enjoying life more now than | ever thought | 
was capable of doing. 

My treatment made me sick, but nothing to the point that | was dev- 
astated. | was able to work. 

In the beginning | had trouble handling it. | realized | needed a sup- 
port group. My group has become my second family. | get flack from 
my own family that | don’t lean on them enough, especially my mom. 
It's my makeup. I’m the oldest of five siblings. | have always handled 
things on my own. In my job I'm supposed to be the one with answers. 
| know better than that, but that's just the way it is. 

The first year and a half my husband and | struggled. | was not 
telling him, “I'm scared.” | was trying to minimize what was happening. 
We're Mutt and Jeff. He's 6’3”. I’m 5’2”. He's this big macho guy — a 
Boston cop, too. | was trying to minimize my pain for him. He was try- 
ing not to show me his pains and fears. We had gotten to the point 
where we weren't even touching each other.

People say to me, “Go home. Working should not be part of your 
life.” They don't realize this is really what keeps me going, my work, my 
kids and my husband. It keeps me feeling normal. My boys are 14, 13 
and 11. 

From day one, my oldest took over the secondary dad role. Kevin, 
the youngest, was 6 when | was diagnosed. Both their parents are 
police officers. We work in a dangerous line of work in a busy city. My 
boys are not sheltered. When | was going through treatment I'd come 
home and puke my guts out. Giggles, my nickname with the neighbor- 
hood kids, wasn’t coming out to play. We told them. “Mom has breast 
cancer,” what it could possibly mean, about treatment, its side effects, 
everything. | wonder sometimes if I've given them too much of a bur- 
den. But they have adapted well. They are doing great. Are they expe- 
riencing fear? Oh yes, and we talk about that. 

| am doing lots of alternative things. | do enzyme therapy. My 
oncologist is totally against it. | do it in pill form. I've been doing it for a 
year and this has been the best time. | have gained weight, although | 
am not sleeping. | go to a private doctor in San Diego for the enzyme 
therapy. The last time it metastasized, my oncologist wanted me to go 
back on chemotherapy. | love him to death, but | am not going to go 
back on chemo. | don’t believe in my heart that chemo did anything for 
me. Twice | was denied a bone-marrow transplant, and | was glad 
because maybe it meant | wasn't bad off enough for one. 

| do Essiac tea in pill form and I’m taking cat's nail. It's a natural 
plant. They use it for a number of things; cancer is one. The Latin 
American community does a lot of alternative treatment. 

| used to take shark cartilage. I’m a quack. My oncologist says the 
quackery is going to get the better of me. I’m doing a lot of this on my 
own. | do it in phases. | want to marry traditional treatment with the 
alternative. | know it’s working. 

My God: Her hands are in this. | am a Catholic. | go to church. It is 
part of my therapy. I've been to healing Masses. 

| do visualizations and meditation every night. | do it when my boys 
are in bed. That's my time. The bathroom and me. | bring my CD. For 
the first 15 to 20 minutes | do visualizations. Then | meditate. | relax. | 
listen to Gregorian chants. | am in there between an hour and two 
hours. My energy level is unbelievable after that. My boys know when 
Mom goes in and takes a bath, they leave me alone unless the house 
is falling apart. That's my time and they're respectful of that. My hus- 
band works nights. 

If | told my oncologist everything | do he’d have me committed. | 
don’t care. | have nothing to lose.

Here | am, 54 years old and still working on 
accepting my chest, the same as when | 
was 11. 

When my hair fell out and | put on my 
wig, | felt like the woman who wrote Dear 
Abby and said, “I feel like | have a dead 
squirrel on my head when | put on my wig.” 
| wore baseball caps, turbans and scarves.

Selectmen Monday voted to retain the 
same tax classification shift, assessing 
commerical and industrial properties at 
$132.5 percent of their value. The vote set 
the town’s tax rate for this year, Fiscal 
1997, at $15.48 per $1,000 of assessed value 
for residential properties, down from 
$16.41 last year.

values from a revaluation this year, the 
tax rates dropped even though the 
amount of taxes collected will still 
increase by about 5 percent.

about 11 percent, according to the asses- 
sor’s preliminary figures. Using the 2" 
percent increase allowed under Prop. 2%, 
and the new growth added to the tax rolls 
as of July 1, the tax levy will likely 
increase from $50.3 million to $52.8 mil- 
lion, just about 5 percent. 

Last year commercial and industrial 
property owners paid about 30 percent of 
the burden; residential owners paid 70 
percent.

plans to get together during the holi- 


days, they also need to plan on select-

Environmental factors such as mold, 
pollen, dust and smoke can trigger 
Te: ictions that will make you feel like 
‘saying, “Bah humbug!” When plan- 
ning for happy holidays, the 
American Lung Association and the 
makers of Tavist” products have 
developed these tips for sneeze-less 
seasons greetings.
